FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


HE foliowing is the Account of General 

Lafey’s Succefs again the Turks and 
Tartars, as written by himéfelf, referred to ia 
our former. 


N the 6th of July N.S. (i ¢. the 26th of 
June O. §.) at One o’Clock io the After- 
noon, f arrived fafe with the whole Afmy at a 
Pafs call’d Cziwache near Perecop. I had heard 
a little before, by fome Prifoners who were 
brought to me, that the Enemy's Lines were 
rded by 4o,070 Turks and Tartars, Foot and 
orfe, and thac che Sultan Calga, was pofted 
with fome other Troops behind the Lines lately 
caft up near Cziwache. As I obferved at my 
Arrival, that this Paflage was prafticable during 
the prefent hot Seafon, I refolved to attack it ; 
bur that the Enemy might not guefs at my De- 
fign, I left fome Troops and the Baggage in my 
Camp. 

On the 7th in the Morning the Troops of 
your Imperial Majefty acrack’a the faid Pa’s, 
and had the good Fortune to force it, cotwith- 
ftanding its Ditches and Ramparts, and che 
Refiflasce of the Enemy We then enter’d 


“with the greateft Part of the Army, ani fome 


Artillery, into the Lines, at the End of which 
there wasa F rtcall’d Cziwache Coula, the Gari- 
fon of which at our Approach retired 5 and the 
Sultan Calga, wl o had def nded the Li-es, re- 
tir'd alfo with very great Precipitation to the 
Heart of the Crim Country. After this happy 
Paffage, F put fome Troops into.the Fort, and 
detach'd feveral Parties in quett of the Enewy, 
of whom they brought in 12 Tartars Prifoners. 
A {mart Rain which came down at that Time, 
ahd continued all Night long, hinder’d the reft 
of the Army from aie, tor which Rea on I 
refolved to incamp within a fmalf Di‘tance fiom 
the Fort. In the Night, I fent out feveral 
Parties of Light Horie to Scour the Counrry, 
in order to difcover the Situation of the Enemy, 
both in the Heart of the Crim and towards the 
Fortrefs of Perecop, and the Lines which are 
caft up along the Black Sea. ‘These Parties, after 
having killed feveral Hundred Tartars, brought 
in ‘em Prifoners, together with a Murza. 

bn the 8th, we march‘d towards the Fortrefs 
of Perecop; and when I was near enough ad- 
vanced, I fent aSummons to the Garilon, which 
anfwer'’d me with a great Voil-y of Cannon. 3} 
could not do any thing all thar Day; bur at 
Night I took Poft within halt a Gun Shot of 
the Fortrefs, where I cauf:d two Bartevics to bz 
ercéted, one of Canron and the other of Mor- 
tars, and detach’d fevera! Parties along the Lines 
of Perecop, which the Turks and Tartars, at 
my Approach, abandon’d. 

On the gth, I caus’d the Cannon and Mor- 
tars to play. In the Nighr following the Bat- 
teries being finifhed and augmented, I ordered 
two Mortars to be placed on them, with fome 
Cannon of 12 and and 18 Pounders, and we 
pufhed on our Works as far as the Suburbs to 
the Right, and as far as the Lines to the Left. 

On the roth I ordered a continual Fire to be 
made, which was attended with fuch an Eff ét, 
that towards Noon the Bafhaw with three Tails, 
nam'd Abou Bequer, who came from Caffa but 
two Days before, defired to capitulate. I an- 
fwer’d him, that he muft furrender Prifoner of 
War, with his Gari‘on, in three Hours time ; 
which he comply'd with. Accordingly shout 9 
o’Clock M. de Brigny, Quarter Mafter General, 
took Poffeflion of the Gates of the Fortre{s, as 
well as of the Magazines, and Powder-Vaults ; 
and Colonel Lafci entering it at the fame time 
with 1¢ Companies of Grenadiers, the Turkith 
Garifon was made Prifoncrs of War. 

The Time és too thort as yet, for me to give 
ne Imperial Majefty“an exact Account of th: 

umber of the Garifon, of the Artillery and 
other Stores; but I ‘shall not fail to difpaich 
another Courier with the Particulars forthwith. 
I have found in the Fortre{s hitherto above 80 
Brafs Pieces of Cannon and Mortars; Above 
2000 Turks are aétually taken Prifoners, and 
many others are difcovered who were lurking 
in Cellars and other Places.

his good News was followed foon after, by 
an Account from Geretal Munich, of a great 
Advantage gained by that Command:r over the 
Turks; of which the following is a Copy, 
written to the Czarina herfelf. 


"THE firt Aion we have juft had with the 

Infidels, has been ro the Advantage of your 
Imrerial Majefty’s glorious Arms. The Enemy, 
whofe Troops were innumerable, has been 
obliged, after an Engagement which latied five 
Hours, to fly with Shame and great Lofs; fo 
that we have gairted a compleat Victory, of 
which I have the Honour to fend your Imperial 
Majefty the falloning Particulars 

he Army having pafied the Bog, refum'd its 
March the 1oth of July, and towards Noon 
pafled the River Kodima on fevcral Bridges, 
near the Place where it falls into the Bog ; 
after which we encamped b:tween thofe two 
Rivers, our Left being on the Kodima, where 
Lieutenant General Charles de Biron had al- 
ready taken Poft the Evening beto:e with the 
Bedy of Troops under his Command, as well as 
th: Don Coffacks, and the Huffars of Srajanof : 
The Right of the Army extended as far as the 
Bop, fo that we had that River behind us. 

We had received Advice fo early as the 30th 
of laft Month, while we were making Ditpofi- 
tions for pafling the Bog, that the Enemy ap- 
peared in feveral Detachments on the other Side 
of th:t River ; fince that time we were informed 
that their Number encreafed every Day, and tht 
Prifeners taken by fome of our Detachments, 
affurcd us that the Infidels were coming to mect 
ut, and marched towards the River Kodima, fo 
that we had all imaginable room to hope that 
we fhould foon come to Blows with the Enemy; 
and, indeed, towards 5 o’Clock, whilft the Army 
was forming the Camp, Tholof, Attaman of the 
Don Coffacks, who encamped on the Kodima, 
fent Notice that feveral thoufands of the In- 
fidels appeared on the other Side of that River, 
making a Shew as if they intended to pafs it, in 
order to come towards oue Army. Upon this Ad- 
vice, the Body commanded by General Ruman- 
zoff, and Lieutenant General Guftavus de Biron, 
went and took Poft on that Side where the Ene- 
my appeared, in order to cover the heavy Bag- 
gage, Artillery and Provifions, which, on Ac- 
count of the Dcfiles, had not as yet paffed the 
Kodima. I went myfelf with he Priace of 
Holftein, Major General of the Day, to vifir all 
rhe Avenues of the Camp ; and from thence to 
the Place where the Don Coffacks encamp d, 
in order to reconnoitre the Infidels ; but they 
had already difappeared. Night coming on we 
made an erd of forming the Camp, and the 
Troops were ordered to remain under Arms. 

Yefterday the Attaman Tholof fent Advice 
early inthe Morning, that the Infidels had paffed 
the Kodira to the Number of above 10,000 
Men, and were marching towards the Right 
Wing. ‘Towards 7 o’Clock their Number was 
fo encreafed that they cover'd all the Country 
for the Space of 10 or 12 Werftes ; upon which 
it was thought proper to call in the Forragers 
and their Efcortes ; at the fame time three Guns 
were fired as a Signal for the Army to hold them- 
felves in Readine{s, and the Picquets were or- 
dered t> march. 

At 8 o'Clock, the Enemy attacked the ad- 
vanced Guards of the fecond Divifion of the 
Right Wing ; bur they were fo fpeedily reliev’d 
by Lieutenant General Sagreski, who haftened 
thither with the Picquet of the fame Divifion, 
that the Infidels were forced to retire : They 
likewife attacked at the fame time our Coffacks 
of the Ukraine, who were pofted between the 
firfl and fecond Divifion of the Right Wing ; 
but they being fuftained by the Picquet of the 
fir@ Divifion, headed by Major General Philo- 
fophoff, they likewife obliged the Enemy to re- 
tire. 

The Infidels made their greateft Ffforts over- 
againft the Center of our Army: M. Schipoff 
Brigadier of rhe Day, had affembled a few thou- 
fand Men on that Side, but as he had advanced 
beyond Cannon-fhot of the Camp, he was quickly 
hemmed in, and attacked on all Sides : This Bri- 
gadier, who bad two Field-pieces with him, de- 








fended himfelf wich extraordinary Vigour ; ho, 
ever it was neceflary to relieve him. The Pic 
of the firft Divifion of the Left Wing marched 
fit to diiengape bim: Tran thither myfeif tg. 
wards Nine, with a Detachment of Cuirafh 
Huflars, and Coflacks, and was fuflained 4 
Lieutenant General Guftavus de Biron, who 
headed a Detachment of your Imperial Maj fhy's 
Horie Guards, and another of Cuiratliers; ja 
was followed by the Foor Guards, and fever, 
Picquets, with a few Ficld Pieces of the Regi. 
ment of Ladoga; Licurenant General Seen ts 
Lowendahl likewile joined us with part ot the 
Field Artiilery, Each Detachment was obliged 
to cut its Way through che Enemy who {yp. 
rounded us on every Side, and had che Advan. 
tage of rifling Grounds and Hills over us. We 
judged by the great Number ot: Standards, ang 
a few Horfe-Toils, chat the Infidels were com. 
manded by their General ia Chief which, pro- 
bably, was the Reafon of their making fuch prcat 
Efforts, for they made feveral different Attacks 
upon us with hideous Shouts, ig Front, in 
Flaok, and in the Rear, efpecially where your 
Imperial Majefty’s Guards were 5 but they were 
always repulied by the Fwe ot cur Artillery. In 
the mean time the Attack continued on the Right 
Wing; fome of the Infidels ventured to attack 
the Chevaux de Frize and the Waggons, in the 
Form of an Intrenchment, which covered the 
Baggage, but by the good Difpofitions made 
General Romanz.t, tacy could gain nothing ov 
that Side. 

During the Fight, we faw a thick Cloud of 
Duft rifing behind the Hills the Enemy was pof- 
fefs'd of ; and as among thofe who attacked us 
there were fome Spahis, we judged that there 
wasa great Reinforcement ot Turkith Troops 
behind thofe Hilis; wherefore we refolved 
drive them from thence, and made the no ceflary 
Difpofitions for that Purpofe. All the Troops 
marched out of the Camp ; I caufed the Artillery 
to advance, and order’d tne firft Lins of the 
Dragoons to difmount : The Flanks of the Arm 
were guarded by the Artillery, and I pofe! the 
Coffacks and Huffars on the Wings. All thet 
Difpofitions being made, the Army advanced 
Crlours flying, and towards Noon-aiter the Sig- 
nal given, we marched up to attack the Enemy, 
whofe Nun.bers had greatly encreafed duri 
the Skirmifhes. I caufed the Army to hak 
now and then, that we might play cur Ariillery 
which produced {0 good aa béfe@t, that the In. 
fidels retired as we advanced. Art One o'Clock 
there remained nothing to carry but the Top of 
the Hill ; the Enemy had for ify’d themfelves in 
a Kurgan <r Burying-place ; Lieutenant Gene- 
ral Lowendahl threw feveral Bombs into it, and | 
we made fo furious a Fire from our Artillery, 
that the Infidels were foon obliged to abandon 
all the Hill, which we rook Pofleffion of at Half 
an Hour after One, and from thence we faw the 
Turks flying with all poflible Speed towards the 
River Kodima. 

We ftaid upon the Hilis until we had quite 
loft Sight of the Infidels. Col. Stephanew, who 
had cut his Way through the Enemy, came and 
joined us there, as did likewife the Troops of 
the fecond Divition of the Right Wing, who 
had been engaged with the Turks. The latter 
made no Attempt againft the Left Wing, pro- 
bably with a View of retreating on that Side to- 
wards the Kodima. 

We cannot futhciently exprefs the Ardour 
which the Soldiers fhewed to fight the Infidels, 
who furrounded and attacked them on al! Sides. 
The General Officers performed their Duty 
every where with all poffible Attention and Ex- 
a€tnels. ‘The Lieurenant Generals, Guftavus de 
Biron and Lowendahl, diftinguithed themfelves 
in a particular Manner; as did likewife Briga- 
dier Schipoff, who, with a fmall Rody of Men, 
fuftained the Efforts of the whole Turkifh Army, 
and made the Action become general. It is not 

{ible to determine the Lofs of the Infidels, 

ecau‘e, according to their Cuttom, they carried 
off their Dead : Our's is burt inconfiderable, in 
regard to the Time the Battle lafted, which 
was ab:ve five Hours. No General Officer or 
Field Oincer has been killed, and Colonel Axen- 
tief is the only Officer of Diflin&tion that is 
wound.d. 
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wounded. T fha'l not fail to fend your Imperiat 
Majefty a particular Decail of this Action ; and 
jn che mean time I have tae Hgaour to ——e- 
tulate your Tinperial Majetly en the glorious 
Succefs of your victorious Arms.

Letters from Smyrna by the Way of Venice, 
fay, that the Grand Scignior has ord: red three 
Bafhaws to march againtt the Rebel of Natoiia, 
with a Command to bring him his Head by fuch 
a Tims, on Pain of lofing their own. 

They write from Rome, That the Duke de St, 
Aignan, Ambaffador of France, has received 
Orders to proteft againft the Nomination that 
the Pope has made of Mr. Bondelmonte to be 
Apoftolick Nuncio at that Court, his moft Cari- 
fin Majefty rather defiring that his Holine(s 
would name in that Quality the Abbot Lercari, 
which the Pope makes fome Difficulty of com- 
plyin with, becaufe of his Youth; bur as he 
1s volfets'd of all other Virtues neceflary to ex- 
ercife that Funétion, it is thought the Pope 
will condefcend to gratify the mof Chriftian 


King. 

And from Leghorn, That Twelve Soldiers of 
the Regiment ot Lorain having lately deferred, 
feveral of the Sbirres purfued and over‘ook them 
ata Villa, where they had taken Refuge. ‘The 
Deferters being armed, fired upon and kiiled 
nine of the Sbirres, and afterwards fcized two 
others of them, and their Commander, whom 
they ticd to Trees and thot, and afterwards made 
their Efcape. 

Letters from Leipfick fay, that on the 16h ult. 
Henry Duke Regent of Sax:-Mericbourg, died 
at Dobriluck, the Place of his ufual Relidence, 
aged 77, being barn the 2d of Sepr. 1661. 

Letters of the joth of June O. S. from 
Lisbon fay, That the Fleet arrived there that 
Day from Fernambuca in Brafil, confifted of 
28 Merchant Ships, under Convoy of two Men 
of War ; and that their © confifted of +600 
Chefts of Sugar, 7000 Hides, 70,000 Skins, 
9000 Quintals of Wood, and a Million and 
Half in Gold. 

They write from Paris, That four Chinefe,

The 
Defign of this Etablifhment is afterwards co fend 
back thefe Chinefe into their own Country to 
preach the Gofpel, where it is hoped they will 
make more Progrefs than the Europeans, becaufe 
of their naturally ——s the Language, and 
heing perfectly acquainted with the Manners of 
the People. 

They write from the Hacwe, that the Di- 
te&tors of the Dutch Eaft India Company, make 
earneft Remonftrances to the States General, for 
obtaining an Abatement of the Sum which their 
High Mightinefies demand for the Renewal of 
their Grant. Among other Pleas in their Me- 
morial, they fer forth, that e+e Company is very

Monday Night the Right Hon. Arthur On- 
flow, Eig; Speaker of the Honourable Houfe of 
Commons, came to Town in good Health, to 
his Hou in Leicefter Fields trom Tunbridge 
Wells, where he has been to make ule of the 
Waters fince the Rifing of the Parliament. 

Monday came Advice to the India-Houfe of 
the fafe Arrival of the Princefs Louifa, Capr. 
Pennell, from Bengal, richly laden. 

And on Tuefday they received Advice of the 
Arrival of the George, Capt. White, from Ben- 
coolen; and the Heathcote, Capt. Cape, from 
Bombay. 

The Crew of the Princefs Louifa, getting to 
the Arms, defended themfelves from the Men 
of Wars Boats coming on Board to pre's them ; 
whereupon one of the Men of War flipping 
her Anchors asd Cables, came and lay abroad- 
fide of the Princefs Louifa, on which they fub- 
mitted ; however one Man was killed belonging 
to the Eaft India Man, and feveral hurt. 

The George, Capt. White, from Bencoolen, 
call’d at Batavia, where two Junks arrived from 
China, and reported, that an Englifh China 
Ship had been fer on Fire by Lightening, and 
burat to the Waters Edge, near the Streigh:s 
of Malacca: And asthe Royal Guardian, Capt. 
Hoadley, who had been let ro Freight to private 
Merchants at Fort St. George, to go to China 
and back, was left in China when the Win- 
chefter came from thence, it's very much fear'd, 
if there be any Truth in the Tale, that fhewas 
the Ship. 

Captain Edward Keryell, Mafter of the Ship 
Elizabeth, bound to Penfilvania, having cleared 
his Ship on Monday laft at Gravefend, and 
ftanding with the Pilot in a Balcony of the Swan 
at Gravefend, the front Rails gave ways and the 
Captain and Pilot both fell into the Street, 
whereby the Captain fraétured his Skull, and 
died on Wednefday ; and it is thought the Pilot 
will not recover. 

By Order of the Admiralty, John Hannow, 
the Perfon who difcovered tne Villainy com- 
mitted by Langdon upon the Fifhermen on the 
Coaft of Holdernefs, (as mentioned in our laft) 
is fent on board a Guard Ship for Security, till 
a Court of Admiralty is held. 

A Tidewairer, who was on board Langdon's 
Ship at the Time fhe ran the Fifhing Sloop 
down, is fent ior from Sandwich, where be is 
upon Duty.

immediately carered theHouf:, and prefs’d them 
into his Majefty’s Service. 

Monday Morning a Hizhwayman, mounted 
on a fine Grey Gelding, robbed a Gentleman in
